he mother of a child with a diseased 
kidney is asked to donate one of her 
kidneys to the youngster. 
She has read about dramatic efforts in trans­ 
plant surgery—articles entitled, “Human Trans­ 
plants—Medical Miracles?” and stories headlined, 
“After 2 Kidney Grafts, He’s Fit for Work.” 
Her father and husband vehemently oppose tak­ 
ing one of her kidneys as a replacement for the 
child’s. The family is tom by the argument, but 
the mother determinedly goes ahead with the op­ 
eration. The child dies—as, indeed, have all the 
patients this mother has read about, although 
without the fanfare that heralded the transplants. 
The family rift may heal, but a question remains: 
what happens to the mother if disease should 
strike her one remaining kidney? 
In another case, a man is asked to donate a 
kidney to his stricken brother. He refuses—“with 
resultant severe emotional trauma.” 
These are two cases personally known to a doctor 
who, along with others, recently has raised moral 
and ethical questions about this highly experi­ 
mental surgery. 
Asks Dr. J. Russell Elkinton, professor of medi­ 
cine at the University of Pennsylvania School of 
Medicine: “Is it right to subject a healthy person 
(the donor) ... to the possibility (though not prob­ 
ability) of shortening his life by 25 or 30 years 
in order to extend another’s life by 25 or 30 years 
or less?” 
The question arises from statistics reported at 
a conference of the National Research Council in 
Washington: 
—Of 120 patients who received vital organs 
from related donors or cadavers, only one who 
lived more than a year is still alive. 
—Of 91 patients receiving transplants from 
mother, father, sibling, or blood relative, only five 
are alive after one year. 
—No patient lived more than two years after 
receiving a kidney from a mother. 
—Of 28 transplants between identical twins, 
seven deaths have occurred so far. 
This last figure is a “shattering fact,” accord­ 
ing to Dr. Joseph Murray of Boston’s Peter Bent 
Brigham Hospital, where the first successful kid­ 
ney transplant was performed 10 years ago be-

tween identical twins (the recipient died last year 
of a heart attack). Until learning of the 25-percent 
death rate, most observers thought this type of 
transplant had a good chance of success. 
But Dr. Murray sees in the statistics even fur­ 
ther discouragement: it has been impossible for 
experts to pinpoint why failure is so common. 
There is a variety of reasons, including operative 
failures, reaction to drugs or radiation used after 
the operation, and, mostly, the natural tendency of

the human body to reject “foreign” tissue. (This 
is not the case with transplanting corneas and 
bone, which have different compositions.) 
“The point is,” says Dr. Murray, “that we really 
don’t know why they failed . . . When we break 
down these failures by groups, we cannot find any 
consistent pattern.” 
Transplant failures pose three ethical-moral 
problems: 1) The crushing disillusionment of 
families whose hopes have been built up by one­ 
sided publicity; 2) the question of whether a 
transplant patient is denied his right to die in 
dignity by being kept in a moribund state simply 
for “experiment” ; 3) whether any person has the 


right to ask another to give up a vital organ, seem­ 
ingly for little purpose. 
In the case of the donor, not only is he left de­ 
pendent on a single kidney (possibly an acute 
problem in cases involving relatives because kid­ 
ney ailments may be inherited), but the donor 
himself undergoes risk in the operation. 
“If we have to continue removing kidneys from 
healthy, living donors,” Dr. Murray says, “sooner 
or later a donor is going to be lost.” 
Dr. Murray suggests pressing ahead with ex­ 
periments using organs taken from dead persons 
or animals. Last year, organs (including a heart) 
were taken from apes, calves, and chimpanzees 
and grafted to humans with only short-term suc­ 
cess, and several liver transplants were made from 
cadavers: the patients never survived more than 
three weeks. 


A NOTHER HOPE for improving survival chances in 
transplant operations is in accelerated 
research on drugs and radiation techniques which 
curb the body’s counteraction to foreign tissue. 
Scientists also are studying better methods of 
donor selection—finding ideal donors, whose 
organs will best “blend” with the recipient. 
Dr. Richard C. Lillehei of the University of 
Minnesota suggests that further research may 
prove some transplants unnecessary. He points 
out that the kidneys, liver, heart, lungs, and 
stomach of animals can be severed from the cen­ 
tral nepous system without seriously impairing 
their function. If the same holds true for humans, 
surgeons might be able to remove a diseased organ, 
patch it up, and put it back without stirring up 
the body’s defense mechanisms. 
The accelerated research indicates that doctors 
still see in human-animal transplants “great hope 
for many patients with organs diseased beyond 
any chance of healing and repair.” But as great 
as the research problems are. Dr. Elkinton notes, 
they are accompanied by “social and moral prob­ 
lems,” such as the right to a dignified death and 
possible dangers to the human donors. 
In Annals of Internal Medicine, Dr. Elkinton 
writes: “These are problems that need to be faced 
squarely by the medical profession as a whole as 
it undertakes to apply these great achievements of 
medical science to medical practice.”

HANDSOME farm 
couple, Darrell Spade, 
42, and his wife, Mary, 
24, disappeared sometime 
during the night of April 
24, 1956, from their home 
near Hartford City, Ind. 
They were there at 8 o’clock 
that night, because their two 
young children, four and five 
years old, told the sheriff that 
their mother had put them to 
bed at the usual time, which 
was 8 o’clock. 
Chester Schlegel, Mary Spade’s 
22-year-old brother, who lived 
with the Spades and worked on 
the 
500-acre 
farm, 
told 
the 
sheriff that Darrell hadn’t joined 
him to do the chores at 6 o’clock 
the next morning, as was cus­ 
tomary. Schlegel did the chores 
alone, then looked in the house. 
The children were just waking 
up, but their parents were gone. 
Schlegel said he thought they might have 
gotten up early and gone on a brief trip. But 
when they were not home by 10 o’clock, he 
called his mother, who knew it was not unusual 
for the popular couple to visit friends after 
the children had been put to bed, though they 
invariably returned before midnight. The mother 
phoned numerous friends and relatives, but none 
had seen Darrell and Mary. 
The sheriff was notified, and, along with Mary’s 
mother, he searched the house. Mary’s false 
teeth were in a cup on the bedside table, and 
her glasses, which she wore for reading and 
close work, were on the sewing machine. But the 
house itself was spotless. Beds were made, and 
nothing was out of order. 
Darrell’s car was missing. But as far as the 
mother could determine, nothing else was miss­ 
ing—not even any of their clothes. 
Darrell was known to carry large sums of 
money in his pockets, and at first it was believed 
that he and Mary had been killed after being 
robbed. It was well known that Darrell never 
passed up a hitchhiker. A judo expert, Darrell 
was six-feet-one and weighed more than 200 
pounds. He often had said he could take care 
of himself. And he had taught judo to Mary, who 
could handle a man twice her size. 
The hitchhiker theory was ruled out when 
somebody remembered that Darrell had removed 
the back seat of his car so he could haul things 
about his extensive farm. It was unlikely they 
would take a stranger into the front seat. But 
where was the car? 
An alarm was broadcast to all surrounding

states, and the couple was reported seen in several 
cities. 
But each report was checked out and 
proved false. The search for the car was inten­ 
sified, but it wasn’t found. 
“It’s easier to dispose of bodies than a car,’’ 
said the sheriff. “If they’ve been murdered, their 
bodies and the car are probably still together.’’ 
Some neighbors disagreed with the sheriff and 
believed the couple had abandoned their home 
and family. The sheriff persisted, however, and 
organized massive searches of nearby wood­ 
lands. Hundreds of searchers failed to find a 
clue, although some neighbors were located who 
remembered hearing shots the night the Spades 
vanished. They had dismissed the shots as being 
fired at wild dogs. 
Still convinced that the answer lay close to 
home, the sheriff made discreet inquiry about 
Chester Schlegel. Neighbors said there had been 
some conflict between him and Darrell, who 
had been heard to say that Chester didn’t earn 
his keep. 
Questioned again, Schlegel insisted he had 
been on good terms with his brother-in-law. 


Asked to account for his move­ 
ments, he said he had worked 
late in the fields, had stopped at 
a roadside cafe for a snack, and 
had been in bed by 9 o’clock. 
The sheriff checked at the 
' restaurant 
and was 
told that 
Schlegel 
had 
indeed 
stopped 
there and had said he was going 
home to bed. 
But 
the 
sheriff 
stubbornly 
continued 
his inquiries. 
He 
finally found a man who lived 
in Blackford County but worked 
in Muncie. He told the sheriff 
he had worked as 
usual the 
night of April 24, starting to 
drive 
home 
about midnight. 
Three miles out, he picked up 
a hitchhiker. 
“He 
was Chester Schlegel,” 
the man concluded. “I drove him 
home.” 
Schlegel 
said the 
man was 
mistaken and insisted he had 
been at home sleeping long be­ 
fore midnight. “I don’t think 
anybody killed Darrell and Mary,” he said. “They 
probably 
got tired of it all and ran off.” 
This was what some of the neighbors had 
thought, too, but the sheriff still didn’t agree 
with them. 
“Why don’t you take a lie-detector test and 
get this cleared up?” he asked. 
“Sure,” Schlegel replied confidently. “I haven’t 
anything to hide.” 
The test showed Schlegel was not telling the 
truth. A second test produced the same results. 
Schlegel then told a fanciful story of having 
interrupted a quarrel between Darrell and Mary 
and having killed them both accidentally. He said 
he used a shotgun hidden in the corn crib. 
Panicky, he then decided to dispose of their 
bodies. He led the sheriff to a water-filled quarry 
near Muncie, where the car containing the bodies 
was recovered. 
The jury didn’t believe Schlegel’s story. The 
evidence indicated that Mary had been in bed, 
that she ran outside when she heard sounds of 
a violent quarrel between her brother and her 
husband. She saw’ Chester shoot her husband, 
and then he turned the gun on her to keep her 
from telling. After disposing of the car and the 
two bodies in the quarry, the killer returned and 
used a shovel to remove the blood-stained dirt 
from the barnyard. 
Schlegel was convicted and sent to prison. 
Asked why he was so certain that Darrell 
and Mary had not run away, as many believed, 
the sheriff replied: “Mary Spade was a very 
attractive young woman. I just couldn’t believe 
she would go anywhere without her teeth.”

ELKE S O M M E R - What Next 
for Cinderella? 


She used to pick flowers to help 
her widowed mother; now, 
at 23, she's a mint-rich actress 
-who’s still not satisfied

NCE UPON A TIME in a small village 
in Germany there lived a lovely 
girl named Elke. 
Her widowed mother struggled to support 
herself and her daughter on a small pension 
after her husband, a Lutheran minister, died 
when Elke was 14. To help pay for their tiny 
cottage and meager food, little Elke used to 
pick flowers on her way to school, press them 
dry, and sell them to a local pharmacy in the 
nearby town of Erlangen for 30 to 40 pfennige 
(about 74 to 8^). 
Her clothes were hand-me-downs, mostly 
boys' jeans and sweaters given to her by the 
woman next door, who had no daughters. But 
Elke was happy. “There were trees," she said, 
“and rivers, lakes, and the big blue sky." 
But she was also practical. Unlike Cinderella, 
young Elke flgured she might be old and gray 
before some Prince Charming put the proper 
shoe on her proper foot. And for a girl without 
an education, it was pretty hard to get ahead. 
So when she reached her 17th birthday, she 
decided to go to England to work as a mother’s 
helper for $8.72 a week. She reasoned that if 
she knew languages, someday she might join the 
diplomatic service as an interpreter and make 
enough money to provide three good meals a 
day for herself and her widowed mother. 
For nearly nine months she slaved 16 to 18 
hours a day. By then she not only had mastered 
English but had saved enough money to take 
herself and her mother on a vacation to Italy. 
One evening as she entered the dining area 
of an outdoor restaurant in the picturesque 
town of Viareggio, she was handed a numbered 
lapel label. H alf an hour later, she was called 
up on the stage and crowned “Miss Viareggio 
of 1959.” The next day a man telephoned and 
told her she was talented and pretty. Would she 
like to make a movie test for him in Rome?

iv e y e a r s and 13 films later, Elke was back in 
London where she used to work as a mother’s 
helper, playing a maid in the Mirisch Company’s 
“A Shot in the Dark” opposite Peter Sellers, 
whom she drives to distraction in 120 minutes 
of what promises to be a hilarious film. 
Elke also owns a $100,000, 28-room home in 
Erlangen, a villa at Costa del Sol in Spain, a 
flat in Zurich, Switzerland, five custom-made 
sports cars, and a wardrobe full of furs and 
other expensive clothes. And she’s all of 23. 
Quite true, her break into pictures came 
about accidentally when she won that beauty 
contest in Italy. But after meeting her in Lon­ 
don during the filming of “A Shot in the Dark,” 
I was convinced that this girl could have done 
well in any other line of work because she has 
all the Qualifications that spell success: a beau­ 
tiful figure and lovely face, tremendous honesty 


with herself, and a loyalty to the very few peo­ 
ple to whom she feels close. 
Elke combines a number of curious contra­ 
dictions. Her father raised her strictly. When 
she went to the movies with her mother, she 
moved several seats away during kissing scenes 
because she felt embarrassed. Yet as a teen­ 
ager she thought nothing of wrestling with 
boys at school, in which, incidentally, she was 
one of two girls surrounded by 500 males! 
Since her father’s death, the only person 
close to Elke is her mother, Mrs. Renata Schletz, 
who ia pleasant, plain-looking, sensitive, and 
with but one aim in life now—to see her daugh­ 
ter happy, secure, and successful. 
Elke claims her mother is so impractical that 
she can’t take care of herself. “If I weren’t 
around, everyone would take advantege of her. 
But I’ve learned to use my elbows. I trust two, 
maybe three people—that’s all.” 
Elke’s distrust of people can be traced to 
personal disappointments which she refuses to 
discuss, particularly a boy who walked out on 
her when she was 18. “Today,” she insists, “I 
don’t give anyone a chance to disappoint me.” 


M 


u c h o f e l k e ’s a n t a g o n i s m , however, is the 
result of her origin, a feeling of guilt 
about what happened under Hitler, and some 
of the consequent accusations made against 
her. “A woman in Switzerland once shouted at 
me that I had been a mistress of Hitler and 
that all Germans were no good,” she recalled bit­ 
terly. “I was only 4 when the war ended, yet I 
was being blamed for what happened.” 
This was no isolated incident. Nor was it 
restricted to foreign countries. One German 
publication claimed she was illegitimate and 
did not see her father until she was eight years 
old. It accused her of being successful only 
because of her affairs with producers. The 
threat of a law suit compelled it to print a 
retraction, but Elke felt more and more that 
the world was against her. 
Consequently, in spite of the attention she 
now gets, she often feels lonely. She dates little 
and spends much of her free time painting, 
at which she is passably good. And while now 
she is primarily interested in security—and by 
security she means dollars and other tangible 
holdings 
she would like to get married some 
day, but not to an actor. “They are too conceited 
and too egotistical.” 
W hat will the future hold for Elke? 
Blake Edwards, who directed her in “A Shot 
in the Dark,” observed: “I don't know how she 
will develop once she becomes as well known as 
some of her sexy predecessors. Funny things 
happen to people who become successful. But I 
can assure you that potentially she is a really 
hot commodity. With the right type of roles, she 
can go very far.”

Her husband grew tired of her gripes 
and began to spend more time away from 
home. At a party, he met a woman who 
appeared to show an understanding of his 
plight, and he was drawn to her. 
The wife received an anonymous tele­ 
phone call informing her of the new wom­ 
an in her husband’s life. At first she was 
furious. Then she came to us for advice. 
We helped her recognize that she had 
thrown her husband into the arms of an­ 
other woman by being more concerned 
with what his calamity had done to her 
than what it had done to him. We advised 
her to think of his feelings, to try to 
boost his morale, and to sHow him the 
sympathy she had withheld before. She 
followed our advice. Finding a new warmth 


and comfort in her attitude, he instinc­ 
tively turned back to her and lost all 
interest in the other woman. 
Later the charges against him were 
found to have been unfair, and he was 
restored to his profession. 
A wife who wants to save her marriage 
has all the trump cards in her hands—if 
she will only learn how to play them. 
Here are 10 mistakes a wife may make 
when she discovers that her husband has 
been unfaithful: 
1. She denounces him. 
2. She tells his relatives and friends 
what he has done. This will make it more 
difficult for him to come back to her be­ 
cause his pride has suffered a blow. 
3. She gets relatives and friends to 
plead with him or to denounce him. 
4. She refuses him further intimacies. 
5. She goes to see the other woman and 
pleads with her. Such pleas will not work; 
if the other woman were a person of 
sensitivity, she wouldn’t be involved. 
6. She denounces and denigrates her 
husband and the other woman. Oddly 
enough, she’s probably right; the other 
woman is usually an inferior person. But 
the moment the wife attacks her, the hus­ 
band will have to try to justify himself. 
7. She starts a campaign to “make him 
suffer.” 
8. She orders him to leave their home. 
9. She tells the children of their father’s 
evil ways. 
10. She files suit for divorce. 
And that is usually the beginning of 
the end. Happily, one-third of the suits 
that are filed never come to trial. Some 
are filed merely as threats by the injured 
wife, who hopes such action will make her 
husband realize how much he is losing 
and turn him into a tender, wooing lover. 
What a dangerous gamble! This is one of 
the worst possible ways to try to improve 
the situation. 
What should a wife who wants to save 
her marriage do? 
1. She should say nothing to anybody, 
not even to her husband. If he confesses, 
she should never bring the matter up 
again. This may surprise some women;

If she will give her husband 
affection and understanding, she usually 
will win him back. The longer the wife 
can stall, the more impatient the other 
woman will become. With the passage of 
time, the other woman has more to lose. 
As I’ve hinted, the other woman seldom 
is the gorgeous siren most wives imagine. 
As a rule, she is mediocre or worse. 
“Why, she’s nothing,’’ a surprised wife 
told me. “You can see I’m well-groomed; 
she’s sloppy. I can’t imagine what hd sees 
in her.’’ 
Most wives assume that a husband 
turns to another woman primarily because 
of a sexual attraction. I’ve found that 
isn’t usually the case. He will turn to 
another woman to supply some important 
emotional satisfaction that his wife has 
failed to give him. 
In one case that came to our Institute, 
John and Sally had been married for 25 
years and had grown-up children. Sally 
has a strong temperament. In the early 
years of her marriage, she dominated 
her children’s lives; now that they were 
away from home, all her bossiness was 
expended on her husband. The more he 
did to please her, the greater was her 
tendency to control 
him.

him what to do. Naturally, this made him 
feel like Caspar Milquetoast.
